Vaitoouver, May 23 . —Two Japanese girls, 
were before Japanese Consnl Nosse at the 
police court this morning. They explained 
that they wore in bondage, practically the 
alaves of a man who had sent thorn here and 
ha^ told them that they would be employed 
ttb once on landing. They wore met by a 
stranger, who took them to a honso of proa- 
titution kept by a notorloua oharactor, 
whore they are held prisonera. The 
Conaal aaked the aapsrintendent of the 
Japanese Christian Eodeikvor Society to 
AddrcsB the court, wUoli he did. See-mah 
stkid tho would go back to Japan willingly, 
and her parents would pay b»ok the paa. 
euge money. Kan Kee cried, and lald ahe 
waa cruelly deceived, and abe wanted to 
go home to Japan. Tile girla are slaves no 
longer, and will be aenb to Japan on the 
next boat. 

In tho Kain trial tonUy Laurence 
Merney'a evidence as to the prisoner having 
confessed to him was unshaken in orons-ex- 
amin&tlon. The pistol found neor the scene 
of tho murder was prr-Suood, aa the bullet 
found In the body of tho murdered man was 
proven to be of 4-1-oallbro such as would 
hare been fired out of tho piatol found. 

After another long, tedious and unin- 
teresting session last night the police in- 
vestigation has been adjourned for a week.

EXCHANGING INFORIf ATION. 

The United States Not Prepared to Disclose Its 
Naval ArranEPmenta to France Wltb- 
ont Reciprocation. 

Wahhinoton, May 2.3. — An attache of 
tho Frenoh legation connected with tho 
army of France, under instractlons to pro- 
oore naval as well as military information 
for his governmenb, reoently applied to Sec- 
retary Herbert for plans and drawings of 
tho proposed new submarine torpedo boat. 
This officer had frequently been given every 
facility of obtaining information. tChe re- 
quest of tho Frenchman was debated for 
snmo time, and ho was finally informed by 
the Secretary that the naval department 
would bo glad to furnish him all possible in- 
formation oonoornlng the submarine boat in 
oxclnngo for like pluns anil information of 
ubiuiirino or mllitiiry veasela to be con- 
structed by Frmico. Further, this govurn- 
inent would cxobango pluns of battleships 
for tboRo of tho voaaola of tho French navy. 
Tho offer was not accepted, and ia conversa- 
tion afterwards iho French rtlicer showed 
some iiMjiio ut wluit lie termed " ungoneroua 
treatment. " 



WOMAN'S CONGRESS. 

Practical Work of Wednesday's Session In 
H.'iu Francisco. 

San FiiANCiscd, May 2.'i. — Cookery and 
kindred topics wore the main aubjeots of 
diaousaion yesterday at tho mootiog cf tho 
Woman's congress. Many speakers o.\- 
preasod great regret that (O many mothers 
permit their daughters to grow up with 
little or no knowledge of the art of prepar- 
ing a meal. Mrs. E, O. Smith, of San Jose, 
in a paper on " Cooks and Cookery," dis- 
cnaaed this weak point in the modern young 
woman's edudation and advised mothers to 
instrnot tlieir daughters nob only to cook, 
bub to do other household work. Other 
papers were read by Mrs. Stnrtevant Feet, 
who disouased " Our Houaehold Limita- 
tions," and Kev, Ada C. Boatles, of Pomona, 
who touched on " Homo Industries, Past, 
Present and Future.'' 



DYNASIITE EXPLOSION.

The two porenuB 
moBt serionaly injured aro Harry McDonald 
of Thorold, Ont., and James Cioary. 
Cloary'a eyes wero blown out and 
both arms and both legs wero broken. 
Pieces of bla nose and lips were blown off. 
MoDonald'a arms were liraken and he ia 
seriously injured abonb the faoe, bat will 
recover. (Ebe injuriea to the otbers are not 
Mwloni.

MATTERS IN NEWFOUNDLAND. 

Colonial Secretary Bond Supposed to Have 
Secured ii Loan in New York. 

St, Johns, Nfld., May 23. — It is aupposed 
that Colonial Secretary Bond has secured 
the promise of a loan from New York. 
Premier Whibeway informed the legislature 
this afternoon thab ib waa probable that the 
colony will bs able to moot Its liabilities in 
full on June .30, and afterwards moved an 
adjournment until Monday, when he prom- 
ised to present a full statement of che cor- 
rospondenoe between England and Canada 
relative to tho assumption oi a portion of 
Nowfounuland'a debts by the former. This 
was presented to England, but she refused 
to entertain tho proposition, and must have 
a full inquiry by a royal commission into tho 
colony's oondition before undertaking any 
roepocBlbilitlea. A declaration of the future 
polioy of the governmenb ia expected on 
Monday, 

TO BE HANGED. 



Pat Kaiu to Undergo the Extreme 
Penalty for Murderiufir a 
Cliiiuiiuan- 

Remarkable Coolness of the Con- 
demned Man Wlio Receives His 
Sentence Without Coneern. 



VANCotrvKB, May 23. — (Special)— Pat 
Kain Is to hang for tho murder of Fi Ma. 

Tho defence was engaged during almost the 
entire day In trying to save the life of the 
prisoner by discrediting Mooney's story of a 
oonfesBlon of the crime made by the prisoner 
to him, and producing witnesses, who swore 
thab the murdered man was in company 
with two other Chinamen shortly before the 
murder. Justice Crease charged very 
strongly against the prisoner, stating that 
they should accept Mooney's evidence 
though Mooney waa a profligate oharaoter, 
and throwing discredit on some of the evi- 
dence for the defence. The jury retired at 
9:45 and returned at 10:35 with a verdict of 
guilty and a recommendation to mercy. 

The priaoner heard tho verdict with ap- 
parent Indifference — the same dogged indif- 
ference that led him to ignore tho advice of 
friends to secure counsel for his defence. 
The prisoner was commanded to stand up 
and the usual question waa asked : " Have 
you anything to say ':" Kain replied, in a 
very low voice, " I say I'm innocent, your 
lordfhip." " That is not tho opinion of the 
jury, and that Is not my opinion," answered 
JuBtifio Crease, " and I will pass tho only 
sentence I can upon you, Tho recommenda- 
tion for mercy will go to tho proper author- 
ities, although I am obliged to pass sentence 
of death on you now." After a short discus- 
sion as to dates with the Attorney-General 
Hii Lordship Bald : " Prisoner, the sen- 
tence of the court is that you be taken from 
the place whore you stand to the place from 
whence you came, and there remain until 
the 23rd July." The prisoner, with the 
same look of dogged indlETerenoe, hold out 
hia wriats for tho handcuCTa, when the jus- 
tice, overcome with emotion, noticing that 
the sentence had been Incomplete, again ad- 
dressed the prisoner, saying : " Prisoner, 
yonder stands the place from whence you 
came. On July 23 you will be hung by the 
neck until yon are dead." The priaoner 
asked Oovemor Moresby what the judge 
had said, and being bold, turned o-^feleBsiy 
aside as if he bad inquired the time 'if day, 
and swaggered out of the court in charge of 
the constables.

NEWFOUNDLAND CONCERNS. 

Adjournment of the Legrlslatnre for Lack of 
a Quorum— A Royal Commission 
Probable. 

St. Johns, Nfld., May 23.— The legisla- 
ture adjourned yesterday for want of a 
quorum, Much indignation Is expressed by 
the public at this action. It is believed to 
be a scheme on the part of the govemmenti 
to delay business until Colonial Secretary 
Bond's borrowing misaion ia ended. The 
budget has now been delayed over a week 
owing to the same oanse. The comments of 
the British press indicate that a royal com- 
mission la probable. Tho Whlteway min- 
istry Is willing to accept one with a limited 
scope, but the Imperial government refusea 
to limit the power of the commissioners in 
any respect. 



ROSSA'S STATEMENT. 

What He Has to Say Begardlng His Position, 
and HlB Attendance In thelCommons. 

New Yobk, May 23. — Among the pas- 
sengers who arrived to-day on the White 
Star line steamer Germanic was O'Donovan 
Rossa. When seen at quarantine he stated 

that while In London he succeeded In calling 
tho attention of tho whole v?orld to the 
alleged libellous statements made in regard 
to him by Labouohere some ten years ago. 
This alleged libel was the statement that 
Rossa was in the poy of tho IBritiah govern- 
ment, lu oonaultation with eminent coun- 
sellois in England Rosea found that anysuib 
for damages against L^bouchere was out- 
lawed by tho Engliah statute of limitations. 
Ho then visited the House of Commons and 
denounced Labouohere from the vlsitora' 
gallery. He waa almost instantly seized 
and ejected, but afterwards held a levee on 
the terrace of the houae. He expected to be 
arreated but was not. 



CAR CONSTRUCTION. 

What the UiiUway ConipiuilPB Are Doluj; To- 
wards Jlaklns Tliiiea Uetter. 

New York, May 23.— Tho Railway Ga- 
isette in its issue to-morrow will publish a 
tabular statement of orders for cars placed 
by the railroad companies this year which 
shows an Investment of over $10,000,000 — 
a very important expenditure and worth 
considering among tho influences working 
to make times bettor with many people. In 
less than five mouths the total output ex- 
oeeds the entire output of 1894 by over 
5,000 oars — freight and passengers included.

The IPaoiflo Uall Scbeme — More 
CnbaB Defeats— Earthqaakes 
in Athens. 



The Trial of Italian AharchistB- 
Snbmarlne Gable on the Afri- 
can Coastt 



London, May 23.— The Tlmaa this morn- 
ing la a leader on the PaoiSQ mail sohomo, 
■aya tbab if there is one feature by which 
the history of the twentieth century is 
likely to be diatiDf;olBhed beyond all 
otben it bids fair to be the develop 
ment of the open shores of the 
PaoISc by a niovomant of oiviliz^ition, which 
will add yet another to the great civilize- 
Uona of the world already seen on the shores 
of the Mediterranean and of the Atlantic. 
tTho article conBldora that the government 
ia juatifiod in boatowing an annual eubaldy 
of £100,000 on hho Pacific mail and cable 
service. It eu^(;cata that that amount In 
now afaaord by Uuohuanaiund and might bo 
liberated by giving Beohuanaland to Gape 
Colony nnder a protectorate to a chartered 
company. 

In the coarse of a long election apeaoh to 
day Sif;nor Criapi said that the budeet 
showed a reduction in expenditure of SO,- 
000,000 lire and an inoraase in the revenues 
of 100,000,000 lire. The emigration for 
1894 showed a redaotion of 23.000 persona 
oonpared with 1893. Xhe poaition of the 
treasury, he said, ia aasured and its credit 
had been ceatored to the poaition held prior 
to 1893. 

Priaoe Blamarok'a neuralgia of the face 
has reached an aonte stage. Otherwise his 
health is in a satisfaotory condition. 

General Booth, of the Salvation Army, is 

sorioualy Hi. 

There ia a great deal of rejoicing in official 
olrolea at Havana over the newu of the do 
feat of the rebela in E=iBtorn Cuba and the 
reported death of Joao Marti, proolaimed 
president of the Cuban republic by the re- 
volutionary party. The Spaniards ooptured 
documents which compromise persons at 
Santiago do Cuba, Holgutn and Havana. 
Important arreeta are expected to follow. 
Prisoners say that Maximo Gomez and Es- 
trada, rebel loaders, ^ere either killed or 
wounded, as their bodioa were not found. A 
Madrid diapatoh eaya the Spanish news- 
papers attach much importance to the fact 
that Jose Marti and several leaders of the 
Cuban insuri^eata were among the killed. 

The Standard has further advices from 
Athens of the recent earthquakes, from 
which it appears that their moat diaaatrons 
effect was felt in the southwest portion of 
Bpirns, whioh is a portion of Albania, in 
European Turkey. Intelligence has been 
received at Athena of the destruction of 
seven villages in the locality, and fifty 
deaths are already reported aa the resuiti of 
the earthquakes. There are no large cities 
in the diacriob, but in the amall villagea and 
cmb of the way looalitiea which have experi- 
enced the abooka the distresa ia reported to 
be aoata. 

The Kolniche Zeitong aaya that if the 
Forte rejeota the Armenian reforms pro- 
posed by the powerai a European conference 
will ba convoked. 

The limea announces the death of Hon. 
Sir Charles Gilbert Brydon Elliott, K. C. 
B., Admiral of the Fleet. Sir Charles 
Elliott was born in 1818, and his title dates 
from 1881. He wae an uncle of the present 
Earl of Minto. 

A dispatch from Paris to the Times says 
that M. Cachard, legal adviser to the Am- 
erican embaaay, will shortly publish an Eng- 
lish translation of the Code Napoleon. 

Lord BoBobery received an ioilaential 
Armenian committee to-day headed by the 
Duke of Westminster. 

It ia atated at St. Petoraburg that the 
Russian government haa declined to agree 
to the military occupation of Korea by the 
Japanese forcoa and demands that the gov- 
ernment at Toklo recall the garrisons sta- 
tioned there. 

The trial of seven anarchists charged with 
the murder in July laat of Sig. lUndi, 
editor of the Gazstta Livorness, of Leghorn, 
waa concluded to day. The murder waa 
-oommltted on the aame day Preaident Carnot 
"was aasaeainated, by a man named Lucheala, 
who waa aontenoed to imprisonment for 
thirty years. 

Further details of the loss of the Spanish 
steamer Gravlna, wrecked off Manila, Philli- 
pine ialanda, daring a typhoon, show that 
168 peraona were drowned. 

A diapatoh from Copenhagen states that 
the governor of Santa Cruz, the largest of 
the Virginia islanda, West Indies, which 
forms with St. Thomaa and St. John a 
Dinish colony, cables that all is quiet there 
and nothing ia known of a reported insur- 
rection on the Island of St. Thomas. 

On March "1 the French ateamer Francois 
Arago laid iho abort end of the aul) marine 
cable to bo oonatruotod between Mozam- 
bique and MajuDga, Madagascar. 

i'hore ia a local rumor to the ofleot that 
China repudiated Japan's demand for an ad- 
ditional indemnity for the rolinquiahment 
of the Laio Tung pisninsula. 

Dlspatchoa received at Yokohama from 
Seoul give further details of tho trouble in 
Korea, pjvldonco haa been diacovered ahow- 
Ing that Bokuo, recently appointed acting 
prime miniator, haa formed an alliance with 
the Russian miniater at Seoul. Connt 
Inonye, Japanese minister at Korea, has re- 
turned to Japan. 

A diapatoh from Paris aaya Dr. Aohille 
Adrien Proust, tho dlstinguiehod physician 
and member of the French academy of medi- 
cine, who repreaented Franca at the inter- 
national aanitary conference, in an interview 
published in L' Eolair is quoted as saying 
that the refusal of Groat Britain to apply 
the deciaiona of tho conference is absolutely 
criminal. He adda that if Europe is in- 
vaded by cholera Great Britain will be to 
bUme. Dr. Pronst ia author of a number 
of medical works, including one on cholera. 



KEBELblON IN ECUADOR. 

Trouble Has Brokoii Out AfroaU— U. H, Ves- 
ael Sent to I'rotect American 
Intorests. 

Wasuinoton, May 23. — Cablograma re- 
ceived by the State department to-day from 
Ecuador announce that a revolution has 

broken out afrooh in that country. While 
no particulars are obtainable, the movement 
has baon regarded as aerioua enough to war- 
rant tho aondiog out of warahipa thoro to 
protect American intoroats. Accordingly 
orders wore cabled this afternoon to the 
commander of tho U.S.S. Ranger now at 
Panama to proceed with his ship at once to 
Guayaquil, Ecuador, where he will still be 
In cable oommnnioation with the Navy de- 
partment.

CHINBSB TBADE. 

U. S, Hlnlater Oenby 'b Sufrsestlona Begairdlns 
Foreign Commerce With the Flowery 
Kluerdom. 

Wasuington, May 23. — Under date of 
April 8, Minister Danby wroio a letter to 
Secretary Greshom concerning the trade of 
China. In discussing the lessons of the 
Japanese-Uhiaeae^ war, Mr. Denby hia anb- 
mitled nineteen articles which he thinka 
should be adopted In order to further trade 
relations and to insure greater protection to 
foreign intoreata in China. His suggeations 
are as follows : 

During war the consuls of friendly pow- 
f/ra, acting for a boUigoreut, have all tho 
juriadiotion that its oonauls had during 
peace. China to bo opened to foreign reai- 
donco as Western countriea are, Misslon- 
arioa to go whore they ploaae and reside and 
buy land and be protected. Foreign goods to 
bu tubjected to no taxation, except import 
duty, until they reach the consumer. Xhey 
are not to be taxed, aa ia now done, aa 
soon aa landed. 

No internal revenue tax to bo ''laid on 
gooda which discriininatea aguineb them, 
nor to bo prohibitory, nor in any event to 
exceed two per cout., nor to bo levied on 
foreign gooda unloaa a similar tax ia levied 
on native gooda of tho aame character. 
Local authorities shall have no power to 
provide that freight shipped in native bot- 
toma shall pay less export duty than freight 
shipped in foreign bottoms, and the export 
tax shall bo uniform. Stringent measurea 
shall be taken to prevent anti foreign riota, 
and if such oooar, the rioters shall be pun- 
ished and damages shall be paid. All ports 
of China ahall be open to foreign trade. 
The viceroys, governora and provincial 
authorltlei ahall be prohibited from treating 
International mattera, except to settle 
claims for damagea done to foreigners. 
No viceroy or governor ahall have power to 
make any contract with foreigners for the 
purchase of any material ; such contracts 
ahall be made or authorized by the Imperial 
or central government. Every port in China 
ordinarily used and frequented by sea-going 
chips shall be opened to all the world. The 
coastwise duty of 2^ per cent, on goods sent 
down the Yangtsekiang, and intended to he 
Bant abroad, shall not be paid in specie, but 
a bond shall be taken that if tho goods are 
not exported within a certain time the coast- 
wlso duty shall be paid. The provincial 
authorities shall have no power to tax for- 
eign gooda for any purpoao whatever. Suoh 
taxation should bo ordered by the central 
government only. Libelioua and acandaloua 
publications afieoting foreignera ahall be 
vigorously suppressed. 



EARTHyUAKB AT FLORENCE. 

General I'aulc and Disorder— Uvely Demand 
for Sleeping Quarters Oat of Doors. 

London, May 2,3. — A despatch from 
Florence to the Daily News gives some de- 
aoription of the aoenea of panio and disaster 
in that city aooompanyiog the ahooks of 
earthquake on Saturday night. The dam- 
age was widespread and ao general that tho 
Daily News correspondent asserts that 
there ia hardly a house in the whole city of 
palaces, cathedrals and repositories of treas- 
ures of art of all ages that has not suffered. 
A performacoe was in progress in the great 
opera house when the iirat shock was felt. 
A great rumbling waa heard and the struc- 
ture seemed to sway and rock to 
its foundations. People jumped from 
their seats and a great outcry ensued. 
The people were in a atate of the utmost 
panic. Many fled from the theatre with 
the instinct to flee to the open spaces whioh 
always takes hold on a crowd in the pres- 
sence of an earthquake. The more plucky, 
however, remained and, assuring each other 
that danger was passed, resumed their seats 
and the performance was continued. It waa 
still in progress when the second and 
severer shock was felt, and the whole audi- 
ecco fled to the narrow streets. 

At the hotels, which aro frequented by 
crowds of tourlata, tho fright and disorder 
at tho thrcateuod calan-ity in a strango 
land were oven greater There was a babel 
of different languages, and frantio but vain 
attempts to secure a hearing from the ser- 
vants, and to make appeals understood. 
Fabulous prices wore offered for conveyances 
in which to get away from tho city or else 
to sleep in the streets. Many rich Ameri- 
cans and Eogliah touriats were succeaaful 
bidders in a lively competition to 
secure omnibuses in which they 
spent the night. All kinds of 
vehicles were employed as sleeping quar- 
ters. Some four hundred carriages were 
used in this way In Florence during Satur- 
day night as a refuge for the Florentine 
ladles, who were driven in them to tho open 
spaces of tho city to escape as far as posaiblo 
from the dinger of failing buildings and 
walls. The less fortunate huddled about the 
carriages and the fountains in the eqnares. 
A few who could not help it remained with- 
in doora.

year cf a Victoria aoaling achooner was yea- 
torday given Collector A. R. Milne, Un- 
authentioatod reports of a aoizure 
camo from Alaaka, via Port Townaend, in a 
apocial dispatch to the Colonist on Tuea 
day, but the firat definite Information 
reached hero yeaterday. The olrcun 
stancea of tho eoii.uro aro atill unknown and 
aro apt to remain a myatory until 
the aelzad craft horeelf arrivea — which, oo- 
cording to cipootationa, will bo in tho 
oourae of a very few doya. Tho vcaeol cap 
turcd ia tho little achooner Shelby, one of 
tho few Victoria membora of tho ooaat aoal 
sealing fleet atill abeont from port, and one 
which haa boon aoldom heard from during 
tho eeaBon. She ia bolievod to huvo beon 
aeizid for illegal hunting by tho United 
Stutea cutter Corwin, which handed her 
over to H.M.S. Pheaaant ; tho latter in turn 
having aent hor on to Victoria. When and 
wbero the aolzuro took place aro aliko un- 
known. " But," aaya Collector Milne, " if 
the vessel haa bean acting unlawfully very 
little mercy will be ahown her by tho auth- 
orities, aa tho sealing regulations are to bo 
atronuouely enforced thla year.

QUBEy VICTORIA. 

Our beloved Quoon ia to day Bovonty-aix 
yeara old. It la fifty-eight years since she 
aioended the throne.

God bleaa her," la 
the devout aspiration of miUioDS o{ British 
sabjectB in every quarter of the world. We 
do nob believe that there wae ever a aove 
reign so highly appreciated or so warmly 
approved by those nnder hia or her sway as 
Qaeen Viotoria is by the British people. 

FICKLE AND INCONSTANT. 

Mr. Wallaoe, Controller of CaatoniB, in 
an eileotive apeeoh which be made in the 
Hoaae of Commons, diainterred some 
passages of speeches delivered by the 
Leader of the Opposition which he no 
doubt hoped would ba kept out of aight for- 
ever. In 1S88 and 1889 Mr, Laurior was an 
ardent and an apparently earnest advocate 
of unrestrioted reolproolty. Then he had 
no great love for free trade as it is In Eng- 
land. What he wanted in 1889 was ao 
olose a oommeroial allianoe with the United 
States as would make it necessary to have 
one tariff for the two countries, and it la uu- 
neceaaary to add that thla tariff would be 
the mosb highly protectionist of any in the 
world. In Toronto in September of the 
year above-mentioned Mr. Lanrier aaid : 
"The conditions are not equal upon 
which you can form a oloaer commercial 
alliance between Canada and Groat 
Britain ; bub there ia alongside of 
ni a kindred, a nation eeonomloally sitnated 
as we are— the United States— and we claim 
that the oommeroial alliaDoe wbioh at thla 
«noment is not possible with England is poa- 
aible with the United States, and the policy 
which we have advocated and whioh wo still 
continue to advocate, ia the removal of all 
oommeroial barriers between this country 
and the great f.t voted nation ab the south of 
us." 

This la plain enough and vigorous enough. 
There la no huzineas In what Mr. Laurior 
aaid in l!jS9 about a namiiiercial ullianco bo- 
tWQon Canada and tho Unilod States. Ani- 
orioan protootioniani waa six yeara ago th(j 
Liberal leader's ideal, not English free trade. 
This love of the American trade ayatem was 
no passing fanoy, nor was his desire to ex- 
tend it to Canada an olootlon profession 
made merely to tickle tho oars of tho olectora 
and to oharm thorn into voting for theLlberal 
party. lb was his deep oonviotion, formed 
ofter the meat earnest study of the trade 
relations of the two oountries, a conviction 
that w )uld remain with him as long as he 
drew breath. Here ia what ho said to the 
oleotora of Toronto, in hia doopeat tones and 
with hia mosb oarnoat maimer; "Though 
Domocrata may bo defeated iu tho United 
States and though Canadians may grow 
faint-hearted in Canada, the Liberal party, 
as long as I have anything to do with it, 
will remain trae to the oause of unrestriot- 
ed reciprocity until that cause is snooeas- 
ful." 

Six years have nob passed away since 
thoao worda wore uttered, Haa Mr. Laurier 
remained true to oommeroial alliance with 
the United States and to the American Pro- 
teoblonlsb aystem? Mr. Laurier la Incon- 
stant and unfaithful. Ho bus forgotten or 
disregarded his vows, lie haa found a new 
political lovo, Froo trade la now tho ol)- 
jeot of hia platform adoration. lie would 
have the people of Canada believe that he 
sees a thousand oharn\i in the pre. 
88Db objoot of his affeotiona. His admlro- 
tion la sincere and hia aOeotlon is unbound- 
ed. Ho will never, never prove falao to his 
latest lovo. Protection Is hideous and 
to bo shunned by every wise Canadian. 
AlUanoa with it would be misery and ruin. 
T'ree trade is lovely and will be oertain to 
bring happiness and prosperity. Mr. 



Laurier ia aa ardent a lover of free trade in 
1 805 as he was of protection in 1889. " We 
shall give you," he said to his Winnipeg 

hoarora a few montha ago, " free trade, and 
although It will bo a bard tight we shall not 
give in one Inoh or retrace our steps until 
we have ceachod the goal, and that goal is 
the same policy of free trade as exists in 
England to-day." So we see that Mr. 
Laurior has room in his political heart for 
the uncompromising protection of the 
United States and the unyielding free trade 
of Great Britain. It ia no wonder that Mr, 
Wallace amused the House of Commona 
when ho compared the object of Mr. 
Laurier's affeotion six years ago with hia 
political Dolclnea of to-day, 

AN USBAPPY ORQAN. 

The organ of tho Opposition In thla city 
finds it impoeeiblo to forglvo tho Govern- 
ment for redressing the grievances of tho 
canners and the fiahermon of the Eraser 
River. lb ia evidently unhappy to know 
that the men engaged in the oannlng and 
the fiabing industry can now carry on their 
basineaa unhampered by unneooasary and 
vexatious regulations. lb evidently doei 
nob oare how many obataoles were placed in 
the way of the aucoeaaful proseontion of the 
salmon fishery, or how much the oannera 
would lose on aooonnt of those obataoles, as 
long as ib had a grievance to pet and hug. 
The prospoot of advantage to the toiling 
Sshermen and to tho men who have Invested 
their money in oanneriea on the river dooa 
not illuminate its countenance with a 
gleam even of cheerfulness. It is glum 
and soar, and has none but bitter 
words to utter. It is so greatly an- 
noyed at) the loss of its grievance 
that ib really seema to believe that the Gov- 
ernment needs defence ab our hands for 
having done what wa have wanted ib to do 
for many yeara. The Government needs no 
defenoe for redressing the grievances of the 
oannera. On the oontrary, Ib deserves com- 
mendation and enoouragoment. What gov- 
ernment would go to the trouble of ellocting 
reforms or granting the petltlona of men 
whom their policy had Injured if the news 
of their compliance with the requests of the 
aggrieved was churlishly and growllngly rC' 
oeivad? The Fiiheries Department no 
doubt believed that in adhering rigorously 
to the old regulations they were taking the 
best means of preserving tho salmon and, con- 
sequently, of serving tho true interests of the 
oannera. Men in the department in whose 
knowledge and skill the Minister had faith 
strongly and repeatedly advised the course 
that was taken. The oannera were ropreaen ted 
as greedy, improvident and rockleaa — men 
who would without a scruple, if they were 
permitted, destroy the fishery in a very 
short time. And the advice to thoau unao 
quatnted with the fisheries appeared moat 
reaaonable. It was believed by many that 
the rognlationa which the oannera con 
domned as arbitrary and vexatious were 
abaolutoly necessary for tho preservation of 
tho fish. Indeed at times it appeared as If 
the Oppoaitlon newapapera of the Provinco 
were of this opinion, for in advocating 
amendments we received very little asaiat 
anoo from them. The Woatminstor organ 
appeared to ua unacoountubly apathetic on 
the subject. And now when the ohangea 
asked for have been made they are aa cross 
as bears with sore heads. 



willingly and on reasonable terms, and when 
they are in be aa loyal to the Dominion and 
aa eager to advance its Intereata as are the 
people of the most patriotic of t:he provinces. 

THE TERMS OF PBAOB. 

So many accounts have been ciivon of the 
terms of peace between Japan and China 
that few sesm to know exactly what they 
are. Aa the negotiations have been con- 
cluded and friendly relations have been 
ostobliihed between the two countries tho 
probability ia that tho latest account is the 
oorreob one. Tho conditions, as far aa are 
generally known, ofe of three kinds — cession 
of territory, a money payment and the open- 
ing up of the country to trade. The Island 
of Forniuaa has been ceded to Japan. China 
opens to Japanese ships the ports of Shir- 
shib, Ching King, Hang Chow and Foo 
Chow. Theae porta aro alao opened 
to countries whioh have commercial treaties 
with China. China ooncades to Japan 
the right of manufacturing io China and of 
allowing Japanese goods to be imported 
without apeoial tax, Tho indemnity la now 
•aid to be 200,000,000 taela. The tael is a 
weight, not a coin. Its value in money is 
different in diiTerenb plaoea. In some parts 
of China its value is six shillings and in 
othor places It is one dollar and forty oenta. 
The low price of silver will reduce tho tael 
to about seventy cents, BO that tho Indom 
nlty may perhaps be estimated at $140,000, 
000. Iluc it ia not yet known to oulaidora 
how it ia to be paid. The independence of 
Korea is guaranteed, 

At first tho Japanese wanted territory 
and fortified harbors In Northern China, but 
through the influence of Russia they were 
prevailed upon to forego this claim. It was 
then said that they would retain possession 
of Port Arthur and Wei-Hal- Wei until the 
lodenmlty la paid, but this, It seems, haa 
not been insisted on. Roaala, France and 
Germany uaed their lufluenco to moderate 
the claims of Japan, and the terms were 
modified at the icetanco cf these powers. 
England held aloof and waa willing to allow 
Japan and China to settle the terma of peace 
between them. Her attitude displeased the 
European powers, but ia commended by the 
Japanese. They evidently resent the inter- 
ferenoe of the European powers bub do not 
consider it politic to say very much j uat now. 

The terma, oonaiderlng all things, cannot 
be aaid to be very aevere. China will no 
doubt find ib hard to give np Formosa, but 
she will be little the poorer for loaing it. 
The commeroial advantages whioh Japan 
forces upon China will in all probability be 
worbL to ita people far more than the terri- 
tory they have surrendered. So rich a 
ODuntry aa China ought not to find lb dit- 
fionlt to pay the indemnity. It la not onc- 
fifth of what France had to pay Germany, 
yet the money waa paid by the French with- 
out an efifort that was apparent. 



AN UNGLOSBD BARGAIN. 

The terms on which the Dominion agreed 
to allow Newfoundland to enter the Confed- 
eration were, from a Canadian point of 
view, very liberal indood. Canada offered 
to aaaume tho debt of tha colony, whioh was 
S10,;!50,000. Tho Newfoundlanders wanted 
the Dominion to shoulder a debt of $15,829,- 
000; the extra five millions and a half 
would be what ia required to complete their 
railway. The debt whioh Canada was will- 
ing to assume would burden tho Dominion 
with a yearly charge of S,S50,000, and the 
Government agreed to make othor 
yearly payments. Including subsidy, amount 
log to $465,000. In this the ordinary Do 
minion aervlcea, such as admlnlatration of 
justice, post office, etc., wore nob Included 
Canada would have burdened horHolf to pay 
to Newfoundland, without including tho 
ordinary Federal aorviuoa, aomowhoro about 
a million a year, and ib would in all proba 
bility be a long time before the contributions 
of Newfoundland all told would amount to 
more than a million. 

From tho above it will bo seen that if tho 
Mowfoundlanders had boon wise enough Co 
accept tho terma offerod liy Canada tboy 
would bo greatly the gainer by tho bargain 
The Government was no doubt willing, in 
order to round ofif the Dominion, to make 
some aaorifices, but the Islanders wero a 
little too exacting. They wanted their 
railroad Kniahod, a bounty on tho codfish 
they caught, and an allowanoo for a con 
atabulury force. The Dominion, whether 
they liked it or not, would have to take 
along with Newfoundland its West Shoro 
grlevanoe, which might any day bccomo a 
source not only of annoyance but of danger 
Wo are abrongly of opinion that when the 
aubjecb ia fully considered tho taxpayers of 
thla Dominion will conclude that It ia 
fortunate for them that the people 
of Newfoundland did not take their 
Oovernment ab their word. Newfoundland 
would, we fear, have proved nob only an ex. 
ponsivo partner but a troublesome ono. The 
antl-confcdorato olomont in tho Province 
would always havo a budget of grievances 
and would be oontinnally making demands 
that no government could grant. Ib ia evi- 
denb that a very considerable proportion of 
the population of Newfoundland aro bitterly 
hostile to Canada, and ib would toko a long 
time and a groat deal of patienco and for- 
boaranco to transform that hostility into 
loyalty and affeotion. We are fully per- 
suaded that the time will oome when the 
people of Newfoundland will see that it la 
to their interest to be united with Canada, 
and then they will join the confederation

To-day and to-morrow being equally 
delightful the turnout of holiday makers for 
this year's celebration will bo a record 
breaker. Yesterday witneasod the arrival 
of the vanguard of the visitors, the trains 
and boats all coming in with crowds of 
merry-makers and the majority of the visit- 
ors oominf; prepared to remain until the very 
close of the festival. The Rosalie had fifty 
spooial paseoDgers from the Sound ; the 
George E. Starr upwards of four 
hundred and the City of Kingston 
two bnndred more than the Starr. The 
Charmer aod the Rithet, too, had their 
oelebration crowds, and the hotela and 
boarding bouses are filling rapidly. Tbia 
morning the Stote of Waahington brings a 
special excursion from Bcllin<;ham Bay, and 
this afternoon the City of Kingston is to 
bring between eight and nine hundred addi- 
tional visitors from the Sound — in time for 
the regatta and for the eham battle Satur- 
day, which Is tho groat attraotion of the 
year. Yesterday's crowds mmio Beacon 
Hill park their headquarters, the hundred 
and one festival alghts and scenes being wit- 
□esaed there, and the yacht racing and 
Bthletio sports being the standard attrac- 
tions. For spectators, a grander oonrse for 
yacht racing could not have been found 
anywhere than that selected by the yacht 
club, and the picture from the Hill seaward 
during all the long golden afternoon was 
one of beanty nob soon to be forgotten. The 
band of the B.C.B G.A. aapplied the charm 
of maalo — the one thing needed to complete 
the pleasure of the carnival company. 



A FLOATING RACE. 

The Wind Proves Lluht for Veslerilaj's 
BaclDK— A Postponement Be<ialr«d 
Till To-Morrow. 

Bright skies greeted the yachtsmen yes- 
terday morning and the men were astir 
early putting things in shape for the 
strufjgio. Everything not absolutely needed 
was leit ashore, and soon the trim little 
boats lifted their anchors and made for out- 
side. There was a good breeze and every- 
thing augured well for the day's sport. 

At 1 o'clock the starting gun for A class 
was fired and the Xora, Linda, Typhoon, 
Volage and Myth gob under way with a fair 
breeze to help them on. At 1:15 B class 
was started with the White Star, Irene, 
Uoro, Katie Thomas, Hornet, and Edie 
May. They, too, got ofif in good shape and 
wero prepared for a sharp race. The next 
itarti wu by the boats of the C olaaa — the 
Spendthrift, Daisy Bell, Frou Fron, Gar- 
Und, Monarch, Sea Lion, U. K., and Defi- 
ance. They were followed by the last boats, 
thoae belooging bo the D class — Vioia, Flora, 
Pinoger, Shadow, Annie, Edith, and Sat- 
nrntllan. 

The Urger boata soon rounded the first 
buoy and headed for the second. At this 
time there was a strong tide running against 
thein and tho wind which had not been any 
too stroDf; during the day, now gave signs 
of dropping olT. In some oases the tide was 
fur stronger than the breezs, and tho boats 
would drift down near Trial island. Tho 
yachtsmen seomod to anticipate what was 
coming but still hold pluckily to their work, 
bound to got all they could out of tho little 
wind that waa olFored. Tho Myth and 
Volago wore forging ahead as fast aa they 
possibly could, and good work waa being 
dono on tho other bouts. 

At '2:15 thero was little loft but a alight 
bro(Z3 — in aomo cusea not enough oven to 
fill the sails. Tho various crews amused 
themselves as besi) they could, now chilling 
one another as they floated side by aide, or 
raising a cheer for some boat that waa lucky 
enough to catch a little puff of wind and so 
got a send on its way. Plenty of sailing 
was going on, but really no racing. All of 
the big boats had made one round, and in C 
olass tho yacht Dora also covered tho course 
and started out on her second round. The 
smaller boata, of course, hud the advantage, 
if there waa any, and the Daisy Bell, De- 
fiance, Sea Lion and O. K. gob round and 
siBrbsd on a brave drift for the second time. 

li was now 4:20 and the Vancoaver sklEf 
!Flora, sailing in the D oiaas, orosaed the line

of the day, her time being 2 hours 34 min- 
utes 57 seconds.

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ESCAPED FROM SLAVERY. 



Death of Kstppbset au Aged Song 
bees ludiau With a Straugo 
History. 



Made Captive as a Boy He Escapea 
After Sixty Years' 
Servltade< 

An old SoDghees Indian with an intereet- 
ing history diod on tho ruaervo on ^Vednea- 
day. KBtephsob, or aa ho waa more com- 
inonly called, Maraton, waa born more than 
eighty yeara ago, boforo the white mon had 
aettled in Viotoria, and when the numerous 
tribes along the coast trcqnently engaged in 
war for snpremaoy, Maraton was related to 
Cheotlam, one of tho riohoat and moat pow- 
erful men In the numerouB Songheea nation. 

'WhciQ Maraton waa nino years of age Ilia 
people were living on tho wcat aide of what 
ia now Esquimalb harbor. Oao day all the 
older people were away on a general fiahing 
expedition, leaving Maraton aud a few other 
children behind. S«ddenly there appeared 
in tho harbor a flaob of \?ar oanoea 
filled with Warriors of tho lOuolotaw 
nation, then at war with tho Songheee. 
With their faces and bodioa daubed with 
war paint and uttering blood curdling yclla 
the Invadera urged thuir canoes towarda tho 
little village, and jumpicg ashoro ruahcd 
forward with tho intention of having a gen- 
eral masaaore of the Songheea, not knowing 
that thoir hated foea were absent. At tho 
first sight of the liostlle fleet Marston and 
ilia young oompaniona made for the wooda 
and all managed to ooooeal themselves ex- 
cept MarstoB. The frightened youngster 
was seized by a burly Enoletaw who at first 
was going to kill him, bnt on second thought 
ooncluded to take the boy homo with him, 
and after the ouBtom of the tribe either 
make a saorifioe of hia oaptiva or else en- 
slave him. The amall boy was 
speedily bundled into a canoe and 
hia oaptors, disappointed in the 
plans of annihilating the SoogheeK, set 
out for thoir own homes at Comox. Boforo 
reaching there Marston somewhat overcame 
his fear of hia oaptora and at tho end of iho 
journey it waa decided that aa ho was a floe 
healthy lad he would bo more profitable 
•live than dead ; oonaequontly he wa9 mada 
a slave. Hia maator after a time sold Mara- 
ton to a tribo further north, and in the 
courao of time he bocamo tho property of a 
tribe far up in Alaska. There for many, 
many years he toiled for his owners, hope- 
less of ever escaping and almost forgottmg 
his mother tongue, bat ever mind'ol of the 
way he had come and that hia people were 
Songhees. 

Nino years ago an old Indian bent with 
the weight of years and hard toil appeared 
upon the Songhees reserve. In a few broken 
words of the Songhees tongue he told tho 
wondering Indiana that be was of thoir race, 
and after an absence of over sixty yeara had 
returned to pasa hia last daya among them. 
This waa none other than K^itephaeb oome 
back like a dusky Rip Van Winklo to the 
piaoe he had left ao long before. A few of 
the older people remembered the time 
of the Eaoiecaw raid and of the 
taking away of Kstephset. He had 
almost forgotten the Songhees tongue, but 
reooilected the names of a few of his rela- 
tivesi among them Cheetlam. He was 
made welcome and reoaived back into the 
tribe. He told how throogh his years of 
captivity his heart had ever traen with his 
own people, and at last finding a means of 
escaping from the Interior of Alaska he had 
made his way to the ooaet, secured a place 
npon a ateamer from Port Simpson, and thus 
returned to hia long lost home.

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Suggestions to music teachers. 



'Concerning^ tlio Average Pupil and of In- 
tercHt tu Incxpcriouccd Teachers. 

Every ti';u-liur ought to bo endowed 
with good common scjiso nud a kuowl- 
edgo of bumau uatnro iu addition to 
that of music. The first improssiou is 
often a lasting ouo and of paramount 
imporfaiico to futiiro Kitcccss. To win 
tho lieart of tlio pupil niu.st theroforo bo 
a teacher's first endeavor. 

At the very ontset a habit of correct 
and systomatio practice shonld bo formed 
In thti i)U[iil. If tho latter bo very young, 
a conipetL'nt person ought daily to su- 
pervise his practice for at least ouo 
year. Another important matter is to 
cultivate tho reasoning powers of tho 
Btudent. Let tho pupil give the esplaqa- 
tions, and ask him qnestiona for infor- 
luatiou. 

For a young scholar a regular instruc- 
tion book is undoubtedly bettor suited 
than etudes with corrospoudiug finger 
exeroisi's, says a writer in Tho Etude 
und an tliority for tho foregoing. Among 
tho great mass of piano methods pub- 
isheil in this country there are but few 
thoroughly adapted to primary instruc- 
tion. Tho majority oro sadly defioiont 
in the most important part — the ele- 
mentary — tho oxeroisos succeeding each 
Other in abrupt and uiisympathetic or- 
der, tlius diverting tho mind of tho pu- 
pil from tho real aim and end — a strict 
legato style — which must always serve 
as a basis for true piano playing. 

A beginner should bo made to play 
his five finger exercise from memory, so 
as to eiialilo him to concentrate his at- 
tention on tho position of his hands and 
on tho touch. 

The habit of introducing tho scales at 
almost tho very beginning is practiced 
by a surprisingly largo nuiuborof teach- 
ers. This is radically wrong and en- 
tirely unnecessary, as tho time of tho 
student can bo much better and more 
profitably employed by stationary and 
movaljlo five linger Q.torcises, which do 
not require tlio putting of the thumb 
under the other lingers. Tho player hav- 
ing become established in a correct touch 
and good legato, scale practice may com- 
menco and should bo steadfastly and 
unremittingly adhered to. After the stu- 
dent has thoroughly mastered tho scales 
iu all the various similar and contrary 
motions their rliythmical study may bo- 
gin, thus enabling the teacher to fur- 
nish him with material for practice in 
almost endless variety. 

Tho Coloikhil Craze. 
Tho uneducated are not tho only ones 
■who live in houses congested with fur- 
niture. Take, for instance, tho colonial 
crazed, wlio, in their mad search for cor- 
rect pieces, lose sight of tho fact that 
their surroundings may not bo suitable 
for the proper dis])lay of those designs, aa 
Tho Decorator and Furnisher explains. 
In colonial days people lived iu largo 
houses with spacious parlors. There was 
ample room for the long, pewliko sofa. 
In those days, too, people bought tho 
essentials. There was a purpose for their 
chairs and tables. Aleu sat iu them or 
about them, and tho supports were 
neither gilded nor fragile. Now we have 
candelabra witli candles that are never 
lighted, chairs for holding scarfs, and 
treacherous tables smothered in draper- 
ies aud reserved for lamps, with silk or 
paper petticoats and of uncertain equi- 
librium. 



Tlrginla Ginger Snaps. 

Here is a southern recipe tho results 
of which can hardly fail to please in ev- 
ery locality: A pint of molasse-s, half 
pound each of lard and brown sugar, 2 
tablespoonfuls each of ginger, cloves, 
cinnamon and soda dissolved in tho mo- 
lasses, a cupful of sweet milk, enough 
flour for a soft dough. Use ns much 
flour as you wash in rolling them out. 
Boll very thin. In cutting- out these 
cakes do not use the scraps or corners 
of dongh until all are out out. Some 
persons roll them with the original 
dough, but that makes the dough toe 
stiff, and the cakes are not crisp. Keep 
the scraps until thu last and then roll 
together and use. They will make quite 
good cakes, but inferior to tho first. 



A tonguo should bo carved as "thin 
as a wafer." Its delicacy depends iu a 
great degree upon that. We have but 
little appetite for a thick slice, but a

well cut bit tempts tho most fastidious, 
and this applies to all kinds of roast and 
boiled iiii'ats. A ehnnk of biH'f we turn 
from witli disgust. An artistic slice wo 
enjoy. The center slices of tho tongue 
aro considered the best, and The House- 
wife K.^ys ought to bo cut across at tho 
lino 1, and tlio slices taken from each 
side, with a portion of tho fat which is 
at its root, if it is liked. The question 
should bo asked. 



N>"iv ICneland liaised Biscnlt. 

For raised biscuit set a sponge to rise 
as for broad at G o'clock. At half past 9 
rub into a (juart of Hour a tablospoouful 
of lard, a littlo white sugar aud a tea- 
spoonful of salt. Make a hole In tho 
middle and ])ut in your sponge. Knead 
it lightly witli enough lukewarm milk 
and water to make it into a soft dough. 

Early in tho morning knead 
it down, and make into bisoaits, and set 
before the fire to risa Bake half an 
hour. 

Brovnod Potato Cones. 

Boil and mash some potatoes, mix 
with them a seasoning of popper, salt 
aud onion juico. Beat into tho potato a 
BnfiSoient quantity of fresh bntter to 
bind it. Divide it into equal parts and 
form it into loaves or cone.s. Place them 
under roast beef or mutton to slightly 
brown, allowing a littlo gravy to fall 
on them,

AUONG TAB INDIANS. 

A Series of Small Potlaches Held at the 
Reserve Yesterday. 

Over on tho Songhcoi reaorvo tho pot- 
Inchea and soramblea went on all yesterday. 
Most of tho time waa taken up in paying oil 
debts that have been formerly conlraored. 
An old man whoso pojition was doaorihod 
by an Indian aa an " Indian lowyar " stood 
besido a wagon on which piles of blanUeta 
were being continually heaped. As the 
" lawyer" shouted the nomes of tho credit- 
ors each would come forward, receive hia 
blanket payments and retire. Tbl 
was varied by "soramblea," some 
of wbioh took place inside tho 
houses, the blankets and other " iktahs '" 
being scattered to the crowd from an ole 
vated platform. Others took plooe in tho 
open air, the distribution going on from the 
roofd of the houses. Except during the 
" eorambles," the Indians sat about in 
groups listening to the monotonous shouts 
of the "lawyer" and talkieg together in 
low tonea. 

To-day the regatta at the Gorge will 
claim the attention of the Indiana and there 
will not be much more celebrating on the 
reserve till the great potlaob that George 
Cheelam is to give. It will oome off either 
to-morrow or on Monday. A great many 
whites visited the reserve yesterday and 
took considerable interest in the various 
aighta. 

THE RE(-fATTA. 

To-L)tty's Unce Card Well Filled and i^romls 
intr a Good Afternoon's Aiiuatic 
Sport. 

The regatta of 1895, to be as usual held 
on Victoria Arm, promlsea to be fully aa In- 
teroatiog as any of its prcdeoossors — the 
great featurea of the Queen's liirthday cele- 
brations of tho past. Tho programme of 
evonta contains twenty-one numbers, each 
of which haa filled sufficiently well to ensure 
exciting contests, and owing to the number 
of events the flrat race, that for the canoeing 
championship of the province, will be 
started sharp at noon, the object being to 
complete the programnne before duak. The 
Indian raoea thia year will according to in 
dioations be better than over — though that 
is Baying a great deal. liesides the Song 
hees, the Layikaom bravea have a crew here 
for the races ; so have tfie Lumis, the Sno 
homiab men, tho Clemleutleta of Cowichan, 
the SomenoB tribes, and the Chemainua 
Siwashes. Kuper laland sends three crewe, 
Saanioh two, and the West Coast two. Be- 
sides these there are the klootohoien who 
are also here In foroe to participate in the 
aport and secure their share of the spoils of 
victory. The presence at Etquimalt of the 
recently returned warships also means mnoh 
for the sucueaa of the regatta, for it indicates 
that ihu races for the navy will be fought 
for with spirit, and that the ofiScers of the 
iUot will bo on hand as usual to see that 
everything runs smoothly. Tho usual fleet 
of steam craft will convey spootatora to the 
Gorge from early morning, and all theamall 
boats in the port will also bo in demand — for 
tho regatta day crowd promises to bo a very 
lirgo one. Tho band of the BC. H G.A 
will discourse music during tho day acd 
everything possible will bo done to preserve 
order, guard against accidents and ensure 
tho pleasure ot the cltizuin- und the city' 
Kucata. All races ate thia year to be CiUed 
by bugle and started by gun fire two min 
utoa later ; tho amateur races will, as laat 
voir, ba under the auspicea of the J B A. A 
Thia association as well aa the oitj fathers 
will extend the hoepitalitiea of the day to 
vlaitora — the former from a cosy reception 
tent and the Mayor and Com. oil from the 
manioipal barge.
